;  (  elfe  not )  let  the  patient  have  onely  a  luppofito 
ry  that  may  'move  him  once,  and  when  he  hath

for  any  that  hath  young  children,  efpecially  in 
rimes  that  are  contagious  and  infe&ious,to  be  pre¬ 
pared  with  remedies  at  hand,  to  fit  fiich  an  unwel¬ 
come  gueft,  confi dering  the  medicine  will  keep  its 
Vertiie  for  more  then  feven  yeeres.
